While India had control over matters of defence, foreign 
affairs and communications, Article 370 for Jammu & Kashmir 
specified: 


. J&K to have its own separate constitution. 

. To establish a separate flag and limit property rights in the 
region to only Kashmiris. (It had also provided for J&K to 
have their own Prime Minister and a President but was 
later removed*}, 

. The Indian government could extend further constitutional 
powers in J&K only with the approval of the local state 
government.

A weapon used by Indian armed forces in 
Kashmir for 'crowd control'. Pellets guns are 
intended to injure individuals and cause pain. 
They are effective over short ranges up to 500 
yards but when fired from close quarters can 
be lethal, particularly when sensitive parts like 
eyes are hit. 

Indian Armed forces in Kashmir have been 
using pellet guns firing metal pellets in the 
Kashmir valley. These inherently inaccurate 
shotguns fire hundreds of metal pellets which 
spread over a wide area. Their use has blinded 
thousands and killed hundreds since July 2016. 
The effects of these weapons will be felt for 
years to come. Amnesty International India has 
documented hundreds of cases where eyesight 
was damaged permanently-by metal pellets 
between 2014 and 2017.

We write to raise significant concerns about the ongoing humanitarian and human rights crisis in 
Jammu & Kashmir. In particular, we are concerned about credible reports from journalists and 
advocates on the ground that the Indian government has detained thousands of people with no 
recourse, imposed de facto curfews on residents' and cut off internet and telephone access in the 
region." We also write on behalf of our constituents and those of many of our colleagues who 
have informed us that they are unable to contact their loved ones on the ground. 


As the world's largest democracy, India shares a unique and important relationship with the 
United States, While we have deep regard for that relationship, it is incumbent upon us to speak 
out when our shared democratic principles are being undermined. Regardless of the complexity 
of any situation, we firmly believe that democratic principles of due process and human rights 
must apply. For this reason, we urge you to press the Indian government to immediately lift the 
communications blackout and adhere to international human rights standards in Jammu & 
Kashmir. 


The communications blackout persists even as increasingly disturbing reports of human rights 
abuses have emerged from a range of credible sources. Multiple reports indicate that over 3,000 
people have been indefinitely detained by Indian authorities without any charges, some as young 
as 11 years old." Those jailed have included elected officials, lawyers, business executives, 
religious leaders and doctors. 


Reports also indicate that thc Indian government has severely curtailed access to life-saving 
medical care for the Kashmiri people." The largest hospitals in the capital city of Srinagar and 
across Jammu & Kashmir have apparently run out of life-saving medication while people in dire 
need are restricted from traveling to doctors and pharmacies."
